JEWISH * PURGER” SUED. 


At Nisi Prius yesterday Mr. Justice Gordon 
hear® and decided the case of Mary Bowers 
Grading as J. F. Bowers and Son) against 
srael Goldwater, 67 South Circular road, 
Dublin, which was an action to recover £49 
168. ad., balance of an account due for meat 
sold by ‘the plaintiff to the defendant in August 
and September, 

It appeared from the evidence of William 
Bowers, plaintiff's son, that the defendant had 
been dealing for meat with him, at his shop, 
Upper Clanbrassil street, durin 1917 and 
down to 1920. The defendant paid cash until 
1917, when he opened an account in the name 
of I. Goldwater. The account ran on, and 
payments were made by cheque fm time to 
time, leaving £49 due. "The efendant came to 
the shop with his gon, and he said to witness 
that he might give him any meat he wanted. 
The cheques were signed “I Goldwater,” and 
witness always took it that credit was given “to 
the father, and believed thet it was the 
father’s cheque. Witness did not Know 
whether the defendant’s name was Israel or 


‘Isaac, until the defendant ‘set up the defence 


that the credit was given to his son Isaac. 

The defendant, Israel Goldwater, was exa- 
mined, and he said that he was a tailor by 
trade. He was in the butchering business from 
1914 to 1916, and was a qualified purger—that 
is, one who prepared meat for the Jewish 
community. At the beginning of 1917, as the 
business was not paying, he handed it over to 
his son Isaac. Since then he had been “ purg- 
ing” meat for his son, who paid him £4 and 
sometimes £5 a week for such work. te had 
been dealing for meat with the plaintiff until 
he handed over the business to his son, but 
he always paid cash, and the goods now sued 
for were never ordered by him. 

Mr. Justice Gordon said he waa satisfied that 
the plaintifie considered they were dealing with 
the same man who had dealt with them in 1916. 
He also believed that the Bowers were not 
told that there was any change in the owne r- 
ship of the defendant’s shop. ‘‘ You cannot, 
he said, “jump with the I. by calling it 
Isaac to-day and Israel the day before.” 

Judgment was given for the amount claimed.

During that period his 
half wages would amount to £106, which he 
claimed. Plaintiff relied on resolutions adorted 
by the Board deciding to grant to those 
volumteering for the colours at the outset of 
the war half wages during their service: but 
defendants denied liability. The plaintiff had 
left their employment and had enlisted before 


the resolutions in question were adopted. This 
man had served in France and the Bain, 
and counsel mimitted that so far 
as his war career was concerned 


he had the merita of all the men 
who were afterwards put in this position by the 
Harbour Commissioners, who would not fight 
this case only that it was one of a number of 
others.

A Fresh Start. 


Mr. de Valera’s telegram to the Pope 
did not quite kill the peace negotiations, 
and all sensible men are trying to forget 
that he ever despat¢hed it. Unfortunately, 
Mr. de Valera, or/some of his friends, will 
not allow us to forget. Yesterday’s issue 
of the Irish Bulletin, the official organ of 
Sinn Fein, makes the telegram the text of 
an article on “ the immutability of British 
methods in Ireland.’’ It recalls, at some 
length, an incident which happened in the 
Papacy of John XXII. In the early part 
of the fourteenth century the Irish im- 
plored King Edward LIT. to protect them 
from the tyranny of his Ministers. and 
barons. The appeal was fruitless, where- 
upon the Irish sent’ petition to the Pope, 
who addressed a remonstrance to the 
English Monarch. Thus the immutability 
of British methods in Igeland is proved to 
the hilt and Mr. de Valera’s telegram to 
Pope John’s successor is fully justified. 
We cite the Bullefin’s article because the 
state of mind which produced it repre- 
sents at this time the greatest of all 
dangers to settlement. We do not say 
that Sinn Fein learns nothing, but cer- 
tainly it seems to forget nothing. for it 
the England of George V. is the same as 
the England of Edward III. It refuses— 
and, alas! Sinn Feiners, among Irishmen, 
are not singular in this—to commit any- 
thing to oblivion. It persists in preserv- 
ing in spirits of rancour all the inMstices, 
injuries, and oppressions of seven hundred 
years of Anglo-Irish history. Would the 
statesmen of any other country in Europe 
have thought of introducing a fourteenth 
century Pope into these twentieth century 
negotiations? How would England stand 
to-day if she had refused to bury her long 
succession of feuds between Saxon and 
Norman, ‘between Yorkist and Jlancas- 
trian, between Briton and Scot? If Ire- 
land’s hopes of peace are wrecked now, 
they will be wrecked upon the rock of 
her national curse—her unconquerable 
memory for wrongs.

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Credulous Bankers. 


Faith im the shrewdness of German. 
bankers has just received a rude shock. A 


von Munume has been arrested in Hanover 
after a series of adventures which recalis 
the exploits of the’ Captain of Képenick. 
In 1919 he was' a humble,. but ambitious, 
stable boy at a Berlin cireus. Early in 
1920 he removed to Wiesbaden, where he 
opened a ladies’ tailoring establishment. 
Next he tried his luck as a film actor, 
but abandoned that strenuous occupa 
tion when he found that he could 
command the salary of a Charlie Chaplin. 
Then he embarked on a career of crime, 
in which he showed remarkable ingenuity. 
He forged a passport in the name of 
“ John Black,” took an imposing suite of 
rooms at a Berlin hotel, and announced 
that he was a high official of the Negro 
Republic of Liberia. A notice appeared 
in the Boursen Courier that the Republic 
was issuing bills payable at the current 
rate of ‘exchange in the £ sterling, and

“John Black” signed. some hundreds of 
cheques, and all of them were honoured. 
He tricked bankers in Berlin, Dresden,

HINTS TO IRISH BUYERS. 
— 
(BY OUR.BERLIN CORRESPONDENT.) 


The extraordinary number of Irish visitors to 
Berlin in the last few weeks, all intent on 
taking advantage of low market prices due to 
the rapid fall in the value of the mark, suggests 
that a few hints about the peculiarities of the 
present state of the market would save much 
disappointment. ‘ 

‘The majority of .visitors come over to Ger- 
many, knowing quite well what they want, but 
not knowing where to look for it or how, in 
view of their lack of acquamtance with the 
language and business methods of the country, 
to approach the German suppliers. Many Irish 
visitors, even when they are aware that the 
British Embassy in Berlin has 4 commercial 
section attached to it, do not go there for guid- 
ance. If they were to do so, they would find 
themselves courteously received and willingly 
placed in possession of such information as the 
Bmbassy has at ite disposal, The Commercial! 
Attaché is a particularly able and enterprising 
man, and his advice can be relied upon; but 
ihe enormous volume other of an 
official character requiring his attention makes 
it impossible for him or his staff to do more 
than give brief indications of hew one should 
proceed.

tial to have some person long resident in the | 


country, with an intimate knowledge of the 
language and conversant with the te: hnicalities 
of the particular trade concerned. There are 4 
number of such agents already established in 
Germany, whose names can be furnished by the 
Commercial Section of the British Embassy in 
Berlin. The agent almost invariably works on 
a commission basis, thus involving no expense 
to the Irish house engaging him. in certain 
cases, where the agent’s time is particularly 
heavily taxed, the out of-pocket expenses are 
asked, but this, as a rule, would not be the case 
with Irish houses, nor would the expenses 
amount to any appreciable sum, for they are 
incurred in marke, and at the present rate ol 
exchange yunt to but a trifie. 

The agent gets, as a rule, 5 per cent. from the 
German on all purchases he makes, and this 
does not increase the price to the buyer, since 
all German houses meclude this charge ip their 
calculation of prices, whether they have actually 
to pay out the commission or not. The agent is 
not under any temptation to put the prices up 
so as to increase his own commission, seeing 
that his regular income is dependent upon the 
bulk of trade done by those he buys for, and 
their selling power depends upon their prices 
being competitive. 

The agent can often get supplies for the Irish 
house where the visitor himse.f cannot. There 
is very often a clause inserted in so-called gole 
agency contracts to the effect that the sellers 
will not be responsible for the destination of 
goods bought by export houses in Berlin, The 
agent for the Irish house may also ship goods 
regularly to Chili or China.: The manufacturers 
never. ask the agent to name his destination. 
He is quite at liberty to ship to Ireland with- 
out the agent for the British Empire in 
London being able to foster a grievance. 

What is more important, however—the agent 
keeps continuously in touch with the sources of 
supply, and the moment he hears of a lot going 
at a favourable price he is able to telegraph, 
sending along samples at once. More important 
still, he can watch the conditions under which 
the purchases are made If the word 
** treibleibend.”’ should make its innocent ap- 
pearance in the contract, as has been again very 
frequent of late, the agent is far better able to 
see to its. amputation on the spot than the firm 
in Dublin, several days distant by post.

Three announcements—all of them im- 
portant—were made last night. 

First, an unexpected meeting of the 
Trish Peace Jomt Committee took place 
at 6.45 in Downing street ; secondly, the 
Prime Minister has cancelled his order 
for a berth on the Aquitania ; and thirdly, 
the Government is credited with a plan of 
pettlement which contemplates a united 
Ireland. 

The last announcement would, if true, 
involve the attendance at an early date 
of Sir James Craig and his colleagues 
from Ulster. So far, however, it is stated 
in Belfast, Sir James has not been sum- 
moned to Downing street, and there is no 
indication of an early meeting of the 
Conference, 

The position in London yesterday was 
gtill regarded as critical, but in the Lobby 
last night there was a sensible abatement 
of the tension that had marked the past 
few days. 

The Premier's reference to the Minis- 
terial changes that might issue from a 
fgilure of the Conference is variously 
interpreted. .Some read it as suggesting 
his own resignation and a ,dissolution, 
followed by a general election. But a 
corréspondent points out that the 
Premier's resignation need not mean a 
dissolution. The King might ask Lord 
Curzon or Mr. Chamberlain to form a 
Government. In that event the Conserva- 
tive Party—as the strongest in the House 
—would be in power and mught carry on 
for twelve months before going to the 
country.

PLAN THAT TOUCHES 
ULSTER. 


It, is learned on very good authority, says the 
Press Association, in a message stated Wednes- 
day, that the Government have definitely sub- 
mitted a plan upon which,it is hoped a united 
Ireland may be built. 

This scheme was thoroughly discussed by. the 
Committee—which may now be regarded as 
representing the full Conference—and the future 

f the negotiations may be said uo hang on the 
reply which Ulster will give to the plan which 
has been propounded. 

There is every possibility that Sir James Craig 
may be asked to take an actual part in the 
deliberations, but, so far as could be ascertained 
to-day, it is not likely that he will attend the 
Conference until a clear and definite line has 
been marked out. 

The Government insists that the first essential 
is that Ireland should acknowledge allegiance 
to the Crown, but the Irish representatives sub- 
mit that allegiance and the. Ulster problem are 
interwoven. 

This, at any rate, can be said—that the Con- 
ference has emerged from the verbiage which 
threatened to strangle it, and is now facing the 
two main issues. It may be that when the next 
full meeting of the Conference is summoned— 
which is expected in a few. days—it will either 
be to approve the terms of the settlement, or to 
be informed that it is impossible for the nego- 
Uiations to proceed.

The Central News says:—The London Com- 
mittee of the Irish Unionist Alliance, of which 
Lord Farnham is Chairman, takes exception -to 
the statement in the Prime Minister's 6peecn, on 
Monday night, in which he asserted that the 
Southern Unionists were the first to press him 
to go into conference with Sinn Fein.

IMPORTATION OF ARMS.

i solution of one of the greatest 
mysteries of tuberculosis was suggested 
by Professor 8. Lyle Cummins, the 
“David Davies’’ Professor of Tuber- 
culosis, on giving his inaugural] lecture at 
Cardiff last night as occupant: of the new 
chair of tuberculosis, established at 
Cardiff University by Major David Davies, 
M.P. for Montgomeryshire. 

Professor Cummins asked why it was that the 
simple country folk of North-West Wales died 
from tuberculosis to a degree far greater than 
the populations of the crowded industrial cities 
of Cardiff and Swansea, or of Leeds, Birming- 
ham, and Sheffield. 

He put forward the following hypothesis :— 


| Where human beings were scattered and isolated 


the passing of germs from one to another was 
more or-less restricted. A whole household 
‘might easily be infected by one member, but’ 
other households would be free. 

Where, on the other hand, human beings 
were herded together and closely associated 
the germs carried by each were passed on in- 
differentiy to neighbours in tramcar, factory, or 
homie. The number of germs so passed was 
probably relatively small. 

In crowded communities there would be in 
almost every individual some degree of infection 
with the tubercle bacillus. In the majority the 
degree of infection would be small, leading to a 
relative immunity rather than to actual disease. 

The inhabitant of the large cities must adapt 
himself to the bacteria in his surroundings in 
order to live at all. Perhaps, it was here the 
danger lay to those who quitted the sparsely- 
populated area of Wales to seek higher pay and 
a more attractive life in the densely-populated 
towns.

Mr. Clynes said there had already been 
considerable discussion in the Press of America 
with regard to the Conference, and asked was 
it not desirable that there should be some dis- 
vussion in Parliament before the Conference, In 
order that the country should have an indication 
of what the policy of the Government would be.

“This is a matter to which we have given 
most serious aitention,” replied Mr. Chamber- 
lain. “ Yesterday | indicated my doubts as to 
whether it was advisable to have a discussion. 
Since then I have considered the matter, ™ 
consultation with the Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Secretory. ’ 

“A discussio1 in this House is very different 
from a discussion in the Press, but in all quar- 
ters of the House, I believe, we are in complete 
agree:nent in our desire to see the Conference 
a success. The Government, confiding in the 
discretion of the House so to discuss the ques- 
tion as not to prejudice or embarrass the pros- 

ects of success, agree to have a discussion.” 

The Labour Party’s notice of motion in coon- 
nection with the Washington Conference has 
been somewhat modified, and now stands in the 
following tern.s :— 

“That this House warmly approves of th 
meeting of the International Conference. at 
Washington, and trusts that a supréme effort 
will be made to arrive at such measure of agree- 
ment as will secure a substantial and progressive 
reduction of the crushing burden of arma- 
ments.”’

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HIGH POSTAL RATES. 
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LOST ORDERS IN PRINTING 
TRADE. 


A deputation from the Joint Industrial Coun- 
cil of the Printing and Allied Trades of Great 
Britain waited upon the Postmaster-General yes- 
terday to urge the desirability of re-establishing 
the “yyy ome post on printed matter. 

Mr. James MacLchose, who introduced the 
deputation, = out that serious unemploy- 
ment existed in the. printing industry, and at- 
tributed a large proportion of this to the in- 
crease in the postal rates. These increased 
h rates were having a deterrent effect npon ad- 

vertisers, who were curtailing their orders. for 
printing, both in size and quantity. He-sub- 
mitted evidence of circulars and advertising 
matter being: posted from abroad; and also of 
some of these being printed on the Continent. 
He further stated that the picture postcard in- 
dustry was virtually stagnant, and that artists,

Colonel H. Rivers Fletcher mentioned an in- 
stance where a firm considered that they would 
save £14,000 by posting their advertisimg matter 
from the Continent. 

The Postmaster-General, in replying, assured 
the deputation of his earnest desire to help 
British. trade and to do anything in his power 
to relieve the prevailing) unémployment. The 
dominating consideration, however, of the postal 
authorities must be to make the service self- 
supporting. He promised to give full ‘considera- 
tion to the evidence that had been placed before 
him.

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ENGLISH FARMERS’ FEARS. 


The Council of the Roya! Agricultural Society 
of England discussed the report of the Royal 
Commission on the importation of store cattle 
at their meeting yesterday. 

Lord Northwood proposed, and Lord Strachie 
seconded, the following resolution, which was 
adopted :—‘' That thia Council, having carefully 
considered the report of the Royal Commission 
on the importation of store cattle, view with 
grave concern the findings of the Commussion, 
and are more than ever convinced that any 
alteration in the Diseases of Animals Act, 1896, 
would eventually be detrimental to the produc- 
tion of home-grown cattle, and consequently to 
the fresh meat supply of this country.” 

Several speakers declared that the findings 
of the Commission were entirely at variance 
with the weight of evidence, and against the 
views of the vast majority of the farmers of 
England 

Mtr Henry Overan, who said that he came 
rom a county that was nearly wholly arable 
(Norfolk) declared that whereas a few years ago 
the Norfolk farmer thought that Canadian 
cattle would be useful, he had changed his 
mind, knowing perfectly well that hia mainstay 
was the English breeder, and that a few Cana- 
dian cattle would be of no benefit.

FIBRE-YIELDING CROPS. 

The commercial value of the fibre obtained 
from the leaves of New Zealand flax, and the 
ossibilities of the cultivation of the plant as a 
ons igdusiry á have bee appreciated for 
several years by Lord Ventry, of Burnham, 
Dingle, County Kerry, and his exhibit at the 
Roya! Horticultural Society's meeting in Vincent 
square, London, on Tueeday, was, therefore, of 
more than ordinary interest.

THE COUNTY OPTION 
SUGGESTION, 
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“THE TIMES” 07 TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The Prime Minister and his colleagues on the 
Cabinet Committee which is negotiating with 
the representatives of Sinn Fein have referred 
to a. full meeting of the Cabinet one of the 
points of greatest difficulty raised in the dis- 
cussions at Downing street. The Cabinet has 
decided to communicate with the Ulster 
Government, and to put a specific question with 
regard to the taking of a plebiscite in the two 
counties of Fermanagh and Tyrone. 

There has been a rumour for a day or two 
past that the British members of the Conference 
were considering the jossibility of applsing 
what is per, SÉ as the Silesian meth 
of settling the question of boundaries 
between North and South in Ireland. The 
phrase is intended, roughly, to indicate the 
reference of questions of political nape 
to a vote of the people in the areas affected, 
with the intention p “anáil w of determining 
the destinies of areas according to the majorities 
disclosed. It cannot be stated positively 
whether a vote by counties or some other loca] 
government area is contemplated, but the 
probability is that the county will be the umt. 

The communication from the British Govern- 
ment to the Ulster Government is to be framed 
in a way which will show that the. inquiry 1s 
not made by the Prime Minister imdividually, 
nor by the British members of the Negotiating 
Committee alone, but by the whole of theo 
British Cabinet. This formal association 
of the Cabinet with the communication 
invests it with a particular significance. 
As reflected by its members in the House of 
Commons, Ulster opinion is firmly opposed to 
any diminution of the area under the adminis- 
tration of the Northern Parliament, adds 
The Timea. 

It is stated in usually well-informed quarters 
that Sinn Fein is prepared to abandon its 
claim to independence and assent to the securi- 
ties: for national safety required by the British 
Government, provided the representation on 
the Council of Ireland is varied so as to show 
a correspondence with the size of the popula- 
tions in the two areas; and also provided 
there is county option. What safeguard for 
Ulster Sinn Fein would substitute for equal re- 
presentation on the Council does not vet ap- 
pear. 


LATENT SOUTHERN LOYALTY. 
Lord Oranmore and Browne, in a letter to 
The Times. writes under yesterday's date 


Lord Hugh Cecil, in a letter which appears in 
your issue of to-day, says, “It would have been 
far better to call upon an Irish representative 
assembly to draw up the demand of Southern 
Ireland in the form of a Parliamentary bill.” 

| am-afraid that such an assembly at the 
present time would not assist in finding a solu- 
tion of the Irish question. It is a great pity 
that the Act of Union contains no provision for, 
a revision of that measure. The natural course 
to be followed in such a case would appear to 
be for the high contracting parties to meet 
separately—the King, Lords, and Commons of 
Great Britain at Westminster, and the King, 
Lords. and Commons of Ireland in Dublin, to 
consider what changes in that treaty are desir- 
able, or whether it should be repealed. 

In the latter Parliament, summoned for such 
a purpose, Ulster could not have refused to be 
resent, and the presence of His Majesty the 
King in Dublin would have brought to life that 
feeling of loyalty to his Throne and person 
which, I believe, is latent in the Irish race, and 
drab Republicanism, so antagonistic to Irish 
tradition and character, would have received its 
death-blow. 
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BUDGET OUTLOOK. 
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‘‘APPALLING PROBLEM.” 


At last, the abandonment of the official pre- 
tence that all is well with the financial situa- 
tion is complete, says The Times. In his 
speech on Tuesday night, Sir Robert Horne 
showed that he was no longer under the im- 
pression that there was a Budgetary surplus 
in sight. In fact, he drew a picture of the 
‘appalling problem” which would confront 
them when they came to consider the Budget

Unemployment and violent fluctuations in th 
German paper mark are, says The Times, 
editorially, being used ‘as sticks to whip the 
German reparation dog—by some, with the idea 
cf releasing Germany from the obligations 
which have been imposed upon her as part com- 
pensation for the enormous economic damage 
wrought by her wantonness. We are fully alive 
to the defecta of the reparation agreement 
accepted in the spring. German reparation 
should not be allowed to take the form of com- 
petitive goods. and services, but should be re- 
stricted to goods and services which are corm- 
plementary, or supplementary, to our own. Re- 
paration in competitive goods displaces British 
labour, and, therefore, the gross receipts from 
Germany are not, under present circumstances, 
the net value of the payments. 


GERMANY’S 


BOLSHEVIST FINANCE. 
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ECONOMIC PRINCIPLES. 


The Times observes in a k ading article 
The Foreign Office have sent a suitable reply 
to the recent Note, in which the Bolshevists 
offer to recognise certain Russian. debts. That 
Note indicated a remarkable change of tactics 
on the part of the Sovmet Government.

The Western world, with, the spectacle of 
the Russian famine before its eves, hardly 
needs to be reminded vow of the terrible 


futility of Bolshevism. Great Britain and the 
other Western nations can only maintain 
effectual economic intercourse with countries 
where the elementary principles of commerce 
and industry are recognised in practice.

RELIEF BILL. 


LORD CHANCELLOR’S 
CONFESSION. 
BACKING A LOSER IN 
DUBLIN.

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Lord Muir Mackenzie's Gaming «Bill, 
which is intended to relieve the impossible 
situation created by the recent decision 
that betting losses settled by cheque were 
recoverable, was read a second time yes- 


terday in the House of Lords. 
The Bill is very short, and reads :— 

Section 2 of the Gaming Act, 1835 (winch 
makes money paid to the indorsee, 
holder, or assignee of securities given 
for consideration arising out of cer- 
tain gaming tramsactions recoverable 
from the person to whom the securi- 
ties were originally given), is hereby 
repealed, and no action for the re- 
covery of any money under the said 
section commenced on or after the 
25th day of October, 1921, shall be 
entertained by any Court. 


The Act is to be known as the Gaming 
Act, 1921. 

In moving the second reading, Lord. Muir 
Mackenzie said he did not think there would be 
any general objection to the bill. Judges to 
whom he had spoken had not repudiated the 
word ridiculous as applied to the situation 
created by the recent decision of ti House of 
Lords in regard to the payment of betting debts 
by cheque. This bill propased a simple remedy, 
in order to permit payments by cheque to stand. 

There were two difficulties in the way of pro- 
ceeding with the bill. One was that they had 
been told no business was to be taken during 
the remainder of the sessign that was not Go- 
vernment business. He hoped it was not ask- 
ing too much that, as Parliament happened to 
be sitting, the opportunity should. be takem to 
bring about the very obvious remedy.

LAWYERS AND LAYMEN. 


The Lord Chancellor said that the decision of the 

House of Lords had not been, and could not be, 
assailed by amy competent lawyer, but it had, 
none the less, produced a very imeconvenient 
train of consequences. Speaking as an in- 
dividual, he had no hesitation m giving every 
measure of support to the bill. 

Such vacillation of policy as there had been 
in this matter had been the vacillation, not of 
lawyers, but of laymen. The ovnfuson had 
sprung from tie conflicting and varying deci- 
sions of Parliament. The expectation was that 
in many cases people would not avail them- 
selves of the recent judgment, but in other 
cases claims would undoubtedly be put forward 
on a great scale. Looking at the matter as an 
ordinary human being, and taking a common- 
sense view of the ‘situation, he saw no aagswer 
to the proposals made in the bill. 

He very seldom visited racecourses, and he 
had never risked any sum on a Wager, except 
on obscure oecasions on which he had been pre- 
sent at racecourses.

EXILED FROM HUNGARY. 


EX-KING LEAVES ON BRITISH 
WARSHIP. 


BUDAPEST, Monday. 

Simply, without pomp, or ciroumetance of 
kind, the ex-King Charles left Hungarien 
to-day lhe train conveying the two exiles left 
Tihany Monastery, where they had been jn- 
terned since their surrender at Tata, last night, 
and arrived at Baema this morming. 

Looking up from the quay where the two 
British monitors, Gloworm and Ladybird, were 
lying at anchor, to the bigh failway viaduet, 
one saw a long train slowly coming to a stand- 
still. Immediately four figures, Lieutenant- 
Colonel , Selby, Commander Johnson, and 
Coioneis Hinai and Cuszgomi, representing the 
Entente, were seen coming down the steps and 
along the quay, followed by the Hunganan 
Guard. A strong military escort limed the way 
from the train to the vessels 

Then came the ex-King in Fielkd-Marshal’s um- 
form, and Queen Zita ma blue costume. As 
he gntered the warship the ex-King showed a 
‘ul countenance, and was extremely 
crams to everybody. 

Ai. kitempts to shake Chasles’s obstinate re- 
fusal to abdicate have as yet proved futile.

At first during their internment the ex-Kimg 
and Queen both vented their displeasure on 
him, but his correct and tactful behaviour 
finally conquered them, and in taking leave of 
him they thanked him with special warmth. 

The Britieh officer, Colonel Selby, who was 
sent to Tihany Monastery to accompany the ex- 
King, has now twice accomplished this honour, 
He escorted him through Austria last April 
after the first putsch, when it required all his 
tact to pacify the Austrian Socialist workmen. 

Up to the bast the ex-King protested avainet 
his removal as a Hungarian subject. He said 
that he had the right to remain in the country, 
and the Entente had no right to eject him. 

Almost immediately after reaching the ship 
the exiles retired to their cabime. At half 
eight the signal of departure was given, and as 
the ship slowly swung round the cabin doar 
opened, and the ex-King stepped out and 
saluted: then he hurriedly withdrew.—The 
Times Correspondent.

BISHOP GRIERSON AND 


DIOCESAN FUNDS. 

The annual meeting of the Synod of the 
United Dioceses of Down and Connor and Dro- 
more was held yesterday at Clarence place Hall, 
Belfast, the Bishop, the Right Rev. C. T. P. 
Grierson, B.D., presiding. Lord Justice Moore 
was appointed assessor. 

In the course of his address the Bishop said: 
J would say that the legislation of our Parlia- 
mont will have very early in ite career to 
des] with the problem of education. All the 
Protestant churches are, I believe, agreed in 
regarding the system of religious instruction 
adept l in the Model Schools as giving them 
all the powers and protection they can reason- 
ably expect. 

The essential point is that religion should 
be taught in our schools. We and al! 
would insist on that. A merely secular education 
doee a cruel wrong to a child. And the public 
opinion generally of our province demands an 


one 


education that will in its schools, teach the 
young mind the fact of God and the facts 


of the revelation of His love. 


DIOCESAN FUNDS. 

Your Council immediately after its appoint- 
ment took into consideration the new athe. 
tion which decreed for the: whole Chureh a 
minimum income for both rectors and curates. 
Chey appointed a special committee, entrusting 
to it the duty of bringing the matter before 
every parish in the United Diocese where the

Sir,—The suggestions recently made by re-

The evidence of Mr. Lind to the effect that in 
his opinion John White, the defendant, was not 
guilty of any criminal charge was a feature of 
the resumed hearing of the charge against John 
White, of Thurston road, Liverpool, in the 
Dublin Police Court yesterday.

Mr, Lind was now able to attend, 
and his cross-examination was resumed, 

In reply to Mr. Burne, he said that he was 


interested now in. one contract only for petrol. 
That was. a contract between the Fuel Market- 
ing Company, College Green, Dublin, and 


McMahon and Co., New York. It was signed by 
himself and other members of the group on the 
16th August last. 
consisted, he believed, of father and son, and it 
was with the son that he dealt with in the 
matter. He had not got the original of the 
contract, but he produced a copy.

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NEW IDEA FOR DUBLIN 
HOUSES.

COTTAGES ON TOP OF FLATS. 


A unique proposal in city house-building is 
made by the Housing Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation m regard to the erection of dwell- 
inghouses in the Boyne etreet area. The Com- 
mittee are of opinion that new houses should 
be built on the vacant space at he corner o 
Boyne street and South Cumberland street, and 
have had plane prepared, but before proceeding 
further seek the direction of the Council as to 
the class of dwelling which should be erected. 
As there are only two acres of ground availabie 
at this site it is obvious that a scheme of 
cottage dwellings would be unsuitable and in- 
acdequaie, and the Housing Committee decided 
io submit for the consideration of the Council 
the following outline of a scheme which the 
Committee suggest :— 

“The erection of six blocks, three storeys 
high, each block comprising one four-room fiat, 
and two four-rcom cottages, having a frontage 
of 23 feet 5 inches. The flat to occupy the 
ground floor, with the entrance from the front. 
The cottages to be approached from the rear, 
with an external iron staircase to first floor 
and internal stairs to two bedrooms on second 
floor. The external walis to be built of 14-inch 
brickwork, faced with red facing bricks from 
ground to second floor. and the remaining 
storey to be 9-inch brickwork, finished externally 
with rough cast. The planning r is different from 
anything erected in Dublin of a similar charac- 
ter heretofore. The buildings to be laid out so 
that when the existing tenements are removed 
the sites can be used to the best advantage. 
The estimated cost of each block, accommodat- 
ing three families, cubed at 2s. per foot, ™ 
£1,997, or £665 per dwelling.” 

This proposal will come before the monthly 
meeting of the Corporation on Monday next 
week 

Another city housing scheme proposes the 
building of 80 more dwellings on the Fairbrother 
Fields area, where- twenty-five dwellings are 
at present in course of construction by the 
Dublin Building Trades Guild. The houses under 
construction are four-roomed dwellings, but the 
new proposal is that the 80° houses should be 
five-roomcd cdwe ling:

There is practically no new building starting 
in Londonderry at the present time, chiefly 
yecause the costs are excessive, and with prices 
falling, there is a tendency to await the ad- 
vent of more normal] times. Building cosis are 
roughly, three times as high as what they were 
in pre-war days, and under such circumstances, 
wit o prospect of an adequate return on the 
capital expended, people who would otherwise 
be inclined to build are holding off. 


A NEW FACTORY. 

A large shirt and collar factory for Bry ce 
and Weston, started a couple of years ago, is 
now nearing completion, and would have been 
finished some time ago but for the protracted 
strike of plasterers, which was only settled 4 
few weeks ago. This building has a frontage of 
324 feet, and is 37 feet from front to rear. In 
addition to a basement, it is three storeys high. 
It has a framework of steel standards, filled 
with concrete bricks, and with reinforced “con- 
crete floors, etc. It will cost between £40,000 
and £50,000. One or two shops are also near- 
ing completion, and would have been finished 
before now also but for the plasterers’ strike. 


. 

500 NEW HOUSES PLANNED. 

The North of Ireland Shipbuilding Company 
have on foot a scheme for the erection of 400 
parlour houses and 100 kitchen houses on their 
farm estate just on the outskirts of London- 
derry. ‘The houses are to be divided into four 
types: Type A~—-Hollow walls. constructed of 
reinforced concrete slabs and beams, and roofed 
with timber and slates. Types B and ¢ 
Hollow walls.of concrete slabs. composed of cor- 
ruvated iron sheets, embedded in concrete, and 
roofed with concrete. Class D—Hollow walls, 
constructed of concrete blocks, and roofed with 
timber and slates. The houses are to be two 
storeys, with frontages varying from 19ft. 6ins. 
to 28ft. 7ins. The scheme was prepared under 
the Housing (Additional Powers) Acts, 1919 and 
1921. with the object of wecuring the Govern- 
ment subsidies varying from £260 to £250 per 


bcouse.. So-far only about twenty houses - have 
been built. and enly a few were started within 
the period required by the Act. The plans for 
the full 500. however, were lodged by 
the companys within the period, and 
the company understood this would 
qualify them for the subsidies The Govern- 


ment, however, ap parently take the view that, 
in order to qualify, the building of the houses 
must be actually begun, and while negotiations 
ar: proce ding on this point the whole echeme 


has been held up.

Charron Ltd., held yesterday in London, Sir 
Davison Dalziel, Bt., M.P. (Chairman), in mov- 
ing the adoption of the report and accounts, 


referred to the success which the new car known 
in the motor industry as the Charron-Laycock 
ear had achieved, and stated that as the 
receiver and manager of W. 8. Laycock, Ltd., 
was present, he would ask him to deal with the 
question raised by a shareholder regarding the 
price of the car. Mr. B. Coathupe said that he 
had been handling the Charron-Laycock car 
since December, 1920. It was a fact admitted 
by the motoring public that that car had in a 
very short time achieved a position which very 
few cars had ever attained. In the beginning of 
this year the number of Charron-Laycock cars 
in existence was very small. The output of the 
company had been somewhat delayed, but since 
they were able to get going they had manufac- 
a a considerable nuimber of cars—in fact, 
had been able to sell as many as they could 
as e. The demand had been in excess of the 
supply—a very advantageous state of affairs fora 
motor manufacturer. With reference to the price 
of the car, he could only say that the greater 
art of the cost was comprised in the body work. 
Taking the coupe car, which was priced at £675, 
the actual cost of the body was more than one- 
third of that amount. The chassis, which was 
manufactured by W. 8S. Laycock, Ltd., was com- 
paratively cheap for the quality which they gave 
to the public, but they could not cheapen produc- 
tion to such an extent as to make what was 
called a cheap car—namely, not a good car. 
They relied upon supplying the public with a 
car which was generally admitted to be the 
Rolls-Royce of smal! cars as distinct from “ light 
cars.” In fact, the Charron-Laycock was a 
small car, and there was nothing on a large car 
which the Charron-Laycock did not possess. 
When the public bought one of their cars they 
were buying, in fact, a replica of the larger car. 
The public appreciated that fact, and he believed 
that they were prepared to pay the price which 
was ask 
The company was in competition with other 
makers with regard to price, and several other 
cars which had been on the market for some 
time were higher in price than the Charron- 
Laycock, He was proud to state that those cars 
were not better—at least, the motoring public 
did not think they were any better. The posi- 
tion reached by the Charron-Laycock car had 
been achieved in the fact of very serious diffi- 
culties. At all points there had been keen com- 
petition, and there had been certain difficulties 
in regard to manufacture, all of which had been 
successfully w over. The list of successes 
achieved by the car was redlly unique. He had 
been in the motor trade for twenty years, and 
mo car in his experience had done eo much in so 
short a time. e results were really wonder- 
ful when one remembered that it was quite a 
new car, manufactured by comparatively new- 
comers to the English market.
